Aruban Dr. Edward 
Cheung and team 
are very busy NASA 
scientists 



ORANJESTAD - Though 
NAS A retired its Space Shut¬ 
tle, it is still active on many 
p roj e cts, and Arub a's n ative 
son, Dr Edward Cheung, is 
very much in the vanguard a f 
developing applications and 
equipment to facilitate the 
human presence in space 

A graduate of Colegio 
Arubano and Worcester Poly¬ 
technic, Dr Cheung obtained 
his PhD in Robotic Engineer¬ 
ing at Yale with a scholarship 
from Phillips Labs and 
NASA He was immediately 
recruited into the space pro¬ 
gram, working out of God¬ 
dard Space Center in 
Maryland. 

In 1992 „ he joined the 
team of the Hubble Space 
Telescope project. He cata¬ 
pulted his team and home is¬ 
land into the news in 2DD2 
with their innovative 
AFJUEA Bax, resolving a 
crippling cooling failure on 
the NICM OS instrument on 
HST, which threatened the 
entire project The simple 
system was devised hy Dr. 
Cheung and his team, and 
they selected the description 
of ASCS/NCS Relay Unit 
Breaker Assembly, or 
ARUBA Box, as the name, in 
honor of their team leader 
Through the final mission to 
HST m May of 20D9, Dr. 
Cheung was the Principal En¬ 
gineer of the HST Mainte¬ 


nance Project. The challenges 
of repairing the space tele¬ 
scope, expanding its capabil¬ 
ities, and devising equipment 
to increase its life span, has 
provided Dr Cheung and his 
people ample opportunity 
and challenges requiring in¬ 
novative thinking, stretching 
their problem solving capa¬ 
bilities to the limit 

Dr. Cheung agrees that 
this has allowed him to de¬ 
velop a team that now ad¬ 
dresses new challenges for 
NASA and has prompted the 
development of the Robotic 
Refueling Mission, or RRM 
Their ambitious purpose is to 
establish a reliable system of 
repairing and refueling exist¬ 
ing satellites, which will save 
untold expense in replacing 
them when they run out of 
fuel. It sounds simple, but 
such tasks, when performed 
in sp ace and zero gravity, are 
never simple. 

Another principal purpose 
will also be troubleshooting 
when something goes wrong 
with a satellite launch, which 
happens more than one 
wo ul d thi nk S ometim e s 
they find when the satellite 
arms should open, they get 
stuck, and all it may take is a 
bit of jostling to resolve the 
matter," explains Dr. Cheung.

Aruba’s Police Corps 
laments fatal accident 
involving a tourist 



Police Chief Dolfi Richard¬ 
son 

Monday afternoon, around 
1 45 p.m. a fatal accident oc¬ 
curred in front of the Cus¬ 
toms Office on L G Smith 
Boulevard in Dranjestad. A 
police officer on motorcycle 
was traveling east at a very 
high speed, responding to a 
call, running his siren on the 
way to an emergency at 
Aruba's prison, to warn mo¬ 
torists and pedestrians to 
cl ear the ro acl Unfortunately, 
a female tourist crossed in 
front of him, resulting in her 
immediate death and serious 
injury to the officer. 

It was in the midday hours 
and the guards at Aruba's 
prison in San Nicolas, the 
KIA, were staging a walkout. 
The police received informa¬ 
tion that prisoners were light¬ 
ing fires and standing on the 
roof. Patrols were radioed 
and told to respond with ur¬ 
gency to the KIA to assist the 
other officers at the site. Tire 
traffic was very congested in 
Oranj estad, which is why the 
officer choose to use Ins siren 


to deal' the ro ad and make it 
possible to reach the site 
faster. 

"I am sorry from the bot¬ 
tom of my heart for the ac¬ 
cident that occurred 
yesterday It is a proof of 
how great danger is to po¬ 
lice officers when doing 
their j ob, not only for them¬ 
selves but also for others. 
Our colleague was going in 
a very high speed with his 
siren an to fulfill his duties, 
and found himself involved 
in an accident which he 
surely was not prepared for, 
nor intended,” said Police 
Commissioner Dolfi 

Richardson "To the families 
of the deceased, our most 
profound condolences and 
we ask our good Lord to con¬ 
sole them in these difficult 
moments. We also wish our 
colleague a speedy recovery." 

The victim of this fatality 
is Mrs Stephanie Schofer, 
bom m Germany on Novem¬ 
ber 14th, 1365. Mrs Schofer 
4E yrs was on Aruba for a 
few hours aboard the cruise 
ship Aida Luna She was ac¬ 
companied by her partner, 
who was m shock regarding 
the horrific accident and re¬ 
ceived assistance from ex¬ 
perts of the Victims 
As si stanc e D ep artm ent o f the 
Police Farce 

The case is under investi¬ 
gation by the concerned de¬ 
partments Witnesses are 
being interviewed, but no 
conclusions are being issued 
until a full inspection of the 
incident. Authorities feel it is 
important Id find out exactly 
how this accident occurred 
before making any decisions 
or issuing further statements.

Without eyes in space to pin¬ 
point the problem, the solu¬ 
tionis often tD launch another 
satellite, at the high cast of a 
new piece of equipment and 
an additional launch. The 
RRM project could save tens 
of millions of dollars on this 
wasteful procedure. 

Dr. Cheung and his crew 
were very much involved 
with NASA's final missions, 
which included sending their 
demonstration model of the 
RRM to the International 
Space Station, ISS. They are 
now working cooperatively 
with Canada in using their 
Special Purpose Dextrous 
Manipulator, known as DEX- 
TRE, to perform the jobs the 
RRM has been created for. 
Since its placement, they 
have been performing van - 
dus delicate tasks, and 
are very pleased with 
the results One of the 
first was cutting wire, 
which again, sounds 
simple, but. not when 
being performed by 
robotics attached to 
tlie 65-foot long 
SSRMS, which car¬ 
ries the 11 -foot long 
D EXT RE. They have 
also demonstrated 
this past year file ca¬ 
pabilities of the RRM 
for removing tiny screws and 
caps. 

The success of RRM and 
Dr Cheung's team has precip - 
itated an expansion, and he 
now oversees about a dozen 
engineers. Aside from head¬ 
ing file team, he has some par¬ 
ticular proj ects he is working 
on, and is quite excited about 
the Visual Inspection 
Pose able Invertebrate Robot 
tool, or VIPIR The challenge 
was to create a system that 
could extend into the tightest 
spaces, sending back images 
enabling them to pmp oint and 
diagnose specific problems 
and equipment failures. Imag¬ 



ine an m-space exploratory 
procedure as is performed on 
digestive systems by doctors 
on earth, except the pm-sized 
camera is attached to a ro¬ 
botic tool at file end of a 65- 
foot DEXTRE

tested in simulated conditions 
on the ground, the long term 
effects o f unfil t ere d radiation, 
ultravi ol et rays, and b o mb ard - 
ment by space dust and deb ns 
can frequently result in the 
unexpected. This extendable 
camera, attached to a flexible, 
retractable" snake," which Dr. 
Cheung has devised and per¬ 
fected, should jirovide the so¬ 
lution for diagnosing the 
problem and effecting the 
exact rep air required 

Presently, the RRM team 
is busy assembling a variety 
of interchangeable task 


boards and unique tools, 
which will increase the capa¬ 
bilities of file principal RRM 
unit They have a deadline to 
deliver their equipment for a 
space launchm early summer 
with SpaceX, which deploys 
reusable rockets. NASA is 
still going into space, but 
now relies on private space 
carriers, like SpaceX, 
(http: //www. sp ac ex c o m/), 
which Dr Cheung reports has 
"a very impressive track 
record " They will be launch¬ 
ing out of Kennedy Space 
Center m Florida, and then 
monitoring in Mission Con¬ 
trol at Johnson Space Center 
outside Houston, Texas. Dr 
Cheung will b e very involved 
with the mission, as they un¬ 
load and install the new 
equipment ready to handle 
any challenges that 
may arise Tins will 
be his first time work¬ 
ing with SpaceX. 

'Our six core capa¬ 
bilities at Goddard, 
which we are shooting 
for, are called the six 
"R's t " explains Dr. 
Cheung " Remote- 
servicing, Refueling, 
R.ep air, Rel o cati a n. 
Refilling, and Re¬

The three men are accused 
of taking part in organized 
crime, murder, kidnapping, ex¬ 
tortion and gun smuggling 
The statement did not say 
when they were captured 
Viveros Garcia operated in 
several towns in tire states of 
Guerrero and Jalisco, the com¬ 
missi on said, adding that as 
'.veil as tire more than 200 mur¬ 
ders he is "lurked to at least 10 
documentedkidnapping cases" 1 
and accused of demanding ex¬ 
tortion payments horn state au¬ 
thorities in Jalisco 
His two accomplices al¬ 
legedly provided security for 
the gang, and gathered mfor- 
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matron on the activities of the 
authorities 

More than 77,000 people 
have died in drug cartel-related

observed by provincial forces and not the 60,000-strong 
federal police. Hundreds of people have been injured 
and dozens arrested, in Chaco, a 35-year-old police offi¬ 
cer was killed from injuries sustained while he was pro¬ 
tecting a supermarket. Argentine cabinet chief Jorge 
Capitanich has said the violence was an attempt to dis¬ 
credit democratic rule, as the country marks the 30th an¬ 
niversary of the restoration of democracy.

For sociologist Enrique Zuieta Puceiro, the pillaging is 
an expression of social Tension. Inflation is running at a 
rate of 30 percent a year, accordingto private analysts, 
fueling unease among the population.

Founder of French breast 
implant scandal firm jailed 


MARSEILLE (AFP) - The founder of a French firm whose 
faulty breast implants sparked a global health scare was 
sentenced to four years in jail Tuesday after being con¬ 
victed of fraud. Four other former executives of the now- 
defunct Poly ImplantProthese (PIP) were also convicted 
over a scandal that reverberated around the world. PIP 
was revealed two years ago to have been systematic ally 
using industrial-grade rather than medically approved 
silicone in its breast implants in order to cut costs and 
boost profits. The Marseille court sentenced PIP founder 
Jean-Claude Mas to four years in prison, fined him 
75.QQQ euros ($108,000) and banned him permanently 
from working in medical services or running a company. 
The 74-year-oId, who says he is insolvent, was also or¬ 
dered to compensate more than 4,000 plaintiffs up to 
18,000 euros each for the anxiety he had caused them 
and, in some cases, the physical trauma of having the 
implants removed.

Chimp lawsuit falters in 
US courts 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Commuters in northeastern US 
might have felt they were bat¬ 
tling the coldest weather in the 
world as they trudged through 
snow Tuesday, but they may 
b e warmed to know it could be 
far worse. 

The coldest place on Earth is 
in fact a high ndge on the East 
Antarctic Plateau where tem¬ 
peratures plunged to a record 
mmu s 135.8 F ahrenhei t 
(minus 93 2 Celsius) on Au¬ 
gust ID, 2010, NASA said. 

The previous record was a 
bracing minus 123 .6 Fahren¬ 
heit, set in 1933 at the Russian 
Vostok Research Station, also 
m East Antarctica, NASA said. 

"We had a suspicion this 
Antarctic ndge was likely to 
be extremely cold, and colder 
than Vostok because it's higher 


up the lull," said Ted Scambo s, 
lead scientist at the National 
Snow and Ice Data Center in 
Boulder, Colorado. 

"With the launch of Land sat 
3, we finally had a sensor ca¬ 
pable of really investigating 
this area in more detail." 

Scientists made the discov¬ 
ery while analyzing the most 
detailed global-surface tem¬ 
perature maps to date, devel¬ 
oped with data from remote 
sensing satellites including the 
new Landsat 8, a joint project 
of NASA and the US Geolog¬ 
ical Survey (USGS). 

The coldest, places on Earth 
that are inhabited permanently 
lie m northeastern Siberia in 
Russia, where temperatures 
dived to 9D degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit in two towns 
in 1892 and 1933 respectively. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Three 
US judges have rejected law¬ 
suits demanding that chim¬ 
panzees be recognized as 
people with fundamental 
rights, an animal chanty said 
Tuesday.

Britain's Surrey Satellite 
Technology will meanwhile 
turn out a similar study, for 
(50.000 euros ($30,000), fora 
satellite that would hover m 
orbit over the lander and relay 
data and images back to Earth. 

Plans call for die unmanned 
lander to reach Mars in 201S. 

The first four earthlings - 
turn ed - M arti ans wo uld be 
joined every two years by ad¬ 
ditional groups a f four or more 
astronauts -- all an one-way 
tickets to space's next frontier, 
he said 

Some 200,000 people have 
already applied to go to Mars, 
Lansdorp said, and they will 
learn by the end of this year 
whether they have passed the 
first-round selection process. 

The project has garnered 
plenty of skeptics, but its sup¬ 
porters include Dutch Nobel 
laureate Gerard't Ho oft, who 
won tire 1999 prize for physics 
and appears in a video for 
Mars One on the Indiegogo 
crowd-funding website.

US Treasury sold its last shares in G eneral Motors, closing the books on a 2003 bailout 
executed amid the financial crisis. GM and fellow US automakers Ford and Chrysler have 
gained on surging auto sales throughout 2013. Barra has worked at GM for 33 years, rising 
through a series of manufacturing, engineering and senior staff positions. GM, in a statement, 
called her "a leader in the company's ongoing turnaround."

Lysacek said he made die de¬ 
cision to withdraw from the 
Sochi Games last week after 
doctors told knn he risked per¬ 
manent injury. 

Lysacek said he initially felt 
fine when he returned to the ice 
in October but as the training 
intensified so did the pain. He 
doesn't want his Vancouver 
golden moment to be Ins last 
figure skating win 

In Vancouver, Lysacek be¬ 
came the first American to win 
the Olympic men's gold since 
Bn an Boitano in 1933. 

He also wan the 2009 world 
championships and was US 
champion in 2007 and 200 S.
